An interesting Letter From Con- 
gressmen Bartine. 

Governor Bell this morning received 
the following letter from Congressman 
Bartine, which will prove interesting 
reading to the silver men of the West:

It had been up 
fora whole week and absolutely no 
progress had been made, the Demo- 
crats making all sorts of dilatory mo- 
tions and discussing everything but 
the bill. So a special rule was brought 


in to close debate at 5r.m. Bland 
offered a substitute resclution te 
the effect that the Committeé on 
Coinage should immediately re 

port the Senate Free Coinage 
bill, and. that the consideration | 


of that bill should begin on the 27th 
and continue from day to day until 
disposed of. It was not germane 
and clearly out of order, and the 
Speaker so held. Moreover it was 
premature. The committee had held 
but a single meeting, which was de- 
voted entirely to hearing Mr. Leech. 
There may be an attempt to smother 
the bil!, but such intention has not 
yet shown itself, and the committee 
should have reasonable time. But if 
the resolution had been in order and 
carried, every Democrat would have 
made a sp2ech upon it, and the debate 
would have been prolonged until the 
last day of the session and the bill, if 
passed, would be in splendid shap? 
for a ‘‘pocket veto.’’. In fact, they 
only want to make a show of pressing 
free coinage during this session. They 
want it to fail now so they can restore 
it in the next Congress and get all the 
credit. That is the idea in a nutshell. 
But paramonnt to everything else is 
their desire to defeat the so-called 
‘*Force Bill.’’. In so doing there is in-? 
finite danyer that everything else may 
be defeated. 
RAILROAD RIPPLES. 

A Remote Time Before They 
Rumble. . 

The visiting railroad officials of the 
Santa Fe system were in Salt Lake 
City on Tuesday last, and the 7ribune 
says: Presidant Manvel was espec- 
ially interested in the possibilities of 
railroad growth west of Colorado. A 
Union Pacific railroad folder was open- 
edfor him, when glancing down on 
the dotted line indicating the Pioche 
extension, he remarked that the Union 
Pacific people had been to him to ar- 
range for the use of the Santa Fetracks 
from: near Barstow into Los Angeles. 
But Mr. Manvel was especially inter- 
ested in the chance foran air line to 
San Francisco; though after a careful 
survey of the line of the Central Pacif- 
ic, as laid out on the Union Pacific 
map, be faved to see howa line south 
ot that would save much. Mr. McCor- 
nick and Mr. Allen, however, held 
that about 150 miles could be saved 
by a line directly west from this city 
through Eureka, Nev. - But getting 
across the Sierras was what made Mr. 
Manvel question the feasibility of the 
scheme. He asked mumervous ques- 
tions as to the grades, the lines of the 
hiils, the width of the vallevs west of 
this city, as well asthe general mining 
outlook south of: the Central. Pacific. 
‘Lhe characteristics of Great Salt Lake 
and its size, he made particular in- 
quiry about. In fact, he paid so much 
attention to the topography of the 
country west of Salt Lake that it seem- 
ed fair to infer that the acute minded 
president of the Santa Fe system had 
in view an extension via Salt Lake to 
San. Francisco. at as early a day as 
might be practicable. 
DEEP MINING. 
Going Deeper Into the Bowels of

stock from one end to the other.

Various Ways in Which the Glass 
Is Broken. 


Drunken. Men, Street Arabs, Awkward 
Dudes and Unsoptiisticated Country- 
men Play Havoc with Expen- 
sive Lights. 


The fact that insurance agencies are 
being started in all the larger cities for 
the purpose of indemnifying owners of 


window glasses in case of accidental. 


breakage, caused an interesting in- 
vestigation as to the proportionate 
number of glasses broken during the 
year, and the causes usually assigned 
for the smash-up. Animals and men, 
women and children all assist in caus- 
ing the organization’ of thi: novel 
branch of business, but the encourage- 
ment which the above mentioned give 
to the enterprise sinks into insignifi- 
cance when compared with the whole- 
sale breakage caused by drunken indi- 
viduals. 

It is estimated that the annual losses 
on'window panes in this city, says the 
Louisville Courier-Journal, amount to 
not less than four thousand dollars, and 
that an average of two out of every one 
hundred glasses. put in are broken. 
Every one tries to be careful, and every 
precaution is used to prevent the win- 
dow-pane disaster, but it still continues 
that skylights are ggoken, display win- 
dows and show-cases are smashed and 
plate-glass entrances kicked in, but in 
most cases no ong can tell who does it, 
or how-it is done. ‘Several firms who 
make it their business to fit glasses and 
repair broken windows were seen, and, 
without exception, they cach stated that 
not one out of a hundred culprits was 
ever discovered. A man staggers, the 
glass is shattered, but the author of the 
crash is seldom caught. The country- 
man walks through the mirror, the 
street Arab continues to use bowlders 
and the’ bashful lover to bow through 
the plate-glass window, but none are 
held responsible for the accident, 

A few instances have lately come out 
in which the culprits were caught, and 
in order to impress them with a sensgof 
their carelessness, they were arrested 
and charged with -house-breaking. 
These cases were, however, dismissed, 
as it was discovered in court that the 
charge of house-breaking, was not ad- 
vanced for.the good of the public or the 
individual, but was placed against the 
offenders in order to secure’ the felony 
feefor the arresting officers. 

The window pane disaster seldom 
arises to the dignity of a misfortune, 
except when a plate-glass store window 
oranengraved glass entrance is sacri- 
ficed to awkwardness or drunkenness. 
‘‘My set of books,” said one glass-fitter, 
‘is a register of drunken ness, and when 
I am sent: for to repair a window, in 
nine cases out of ten I can guess the 
cause. Strange as it may seem there is 
more breakage in saloons and fashiona- 
ble residences than in any other class 
of buildings.” The most destructrve ele- 
ment to window panes and glassware in 
general exists in beer, whisky and wine. 
Statistics show that at least one-half of 
the breakage re cuuse. Ip 
most eases plate glass sheets which are 
usually found in sajloons are broken by 
thrown bottles and glasses. ‘The drunk- 
en assailant generally misses his aim, 
and the mirror or window is sucrilticed 
to his rage. 

Next in order to spirits and their in- 
‘fluences is the small boy. Of the 
small boy species, the school-boy 
plays aé significant part with his

reach is surpassed by the street. Arabs, 
the newsboy and the bootblack. When 
not busy they are engaged in throwing 
stones, or shooting ‘‘slugs” at English 
sparrows. One-fourth of the damage 
to glassware is attributed to the small 
boy, with a slight assistance from the 
small girl. 

Wind and thunder often strip the win- 


are the usual] victims of the wind. 
and snow add their aid, and often cause 
the most graceful men and women to 
capsize, and land in a, show window. 
The electric cars are not an insignificant 
‘cause, for horses have lately - been 
known to pass through a highly pol- 
ished plate, or demolish an expensive 
show-sase to avoid this blind power. 
Many. glasses are broken through the 
awkwardness of employes, while wash- 
ing or cleaning windows. ‘Some serious 
losses have been reported during the 
past year of a porter, a step-ladder, or 
both falling through a glass front. If 
the loss is charged to the porter, he 
feels that he has amply paid for it in 
the bruises sustained in the fall. and re- 
signs his situation. A not unfrequent 
cause of the window-pane tragedy, 
and one which might come under the 
head of ‘‘spirits,”’ is the enraged hus- 
band, who comes home tipsy or else has 
forgotten his night key. When bis wife 
refuses to be aroused, he takes his 
palace by storm, and afterwards pays 
the cost of his War. 

One of the strangest cases reported 
during the past -year was that of a 
countryman who shot at a _ stuffed 
panther in a display window. Another 
one reported was a farmer who stopped 
to see a dummy make a speech in a toy- 
shop window. The dummy continued 
to point at him, and_ finally, becoming 
enraged at thus being pointed ont, he 
threw a bowlder through the window 
at the inoffensive orator. The most in- 
excusable slaughter of glassware occurs 
when a slight blaze has been detected 
in the rear of some store. A thousand- 
dollar glass front is often broken in to 
admit the firemen. A great many of 
the windows along the river front have 
been shattered by the explostons in the 
river improvement, or in the residences 
in the vicinity of stone quarries.

THE! TRAINING OF GIRLS. 


They Are Deficient in Knowledge of 


Every-Day Afiairs. 
One very serious deficiency in the ed- 
ucation of the average girl is her ignor- 
ance of the ordinary affairs of life. 


| Nearly every man,: whatever his pro- 


fession, has a general knowledge of 
these things; he knows how the new 
building goes up, understands the prin- 
ciple of the steam engine, can tell why 
crops: are rotated or explain the con- 
struction of a suspension bridge. As a 
result, he finds everywhere sugges- 
tions for thought, and his sym- 
pathies trained in many directions. This 
is because, when he was an intelligent 
boy, his attention was continually 
called to these things—a course of ac- 
tion which would never have been 
thought of had he been merely an in- 
telligent girl. There isa feeling thatall 
this kind of information is superfluous; if 


not positively out of place, in the train- 


ing of young girls; so they grow up 
with their fields of observation and 
reading narrowed to a minimum, says a 
writer in Kate Field’s Washington. On 
account of these lesser ignorances they 
find themselves surrounded. by a world 
full of mysteries, of which the least un- 
intelligible are clothes and servants. 
Is it any wonder that they fall back 
persistently upon the few concrete in- 
terests which’ seem to be within reach 
of their understanding? 

There was a little flurry of discussion 
not long ago about ‘‘Why women read 
novels.” - Well, they read them for the 
same reason that men do, because 


P novels are the best expression of the 


quality of modern life; and they 


-read more of them than most men can, 
because they have more leisure. 


For 
exactly the same cause women read 
more poetry and more metaphysics than 
their’ husbands and _ brothers. -The 
reason they do not read so inany news- 
papers and serious periodicals is that 
they find them full of stumbling blocks, 
on account of the narrow limits of their 
education in practical affairs. How 
many women understand any thing 
about a new election law, or an im- 
proved system of drainage, or the con- 
dition of Irish politics, or‘the latest ap- 
plication of electricity? This ignorance 
is not the more excusable because it is 
shared by a great manymen. Itshould 
be a part of every education, whether 
of girl or boy, to make a not too inter- 
esting world as amusing and suggestive 
as possible. 


THE TIME TO RETIRE,

Rather Than Earliness.
